Mr.  Chainaan  and  Councillors, 

I  beg  to  subf'iit  ray  renort  for  19. .0, 

This  report,  as  last  year’s,  is  confined  to  essential  natters 
and  to  any  Hioortant  changes. 

Section  pi.  and  Social  c^onditions. 

During  the  year  the  G-overnraent  Evacti.  tion  schene  cane  into 
force  and  a  nuiiiber  of  unaccaitoanied  children  of  school  age  were 
received  and  billetted  in  the  district,  apironi-'rately  loOO 
arrived.  These  children  were  distributed  in  tlie  North  part  of 
the  district  mostly,  and  the  areas  of  ICingsand,  Cavvsand,  nntony, 
St.J'ohn  and  liillbrooh  were  'cent  free  as  this  anneared  to  be  the 
most  vulnerable  part  of  the  Councils  District.  An  hostel  had 
to  be  found  to  treat  any  children  who  were  not  fit  to  be  billetted 
and  Pennadown  House  at  St,  G-ernans  was  tahen  over  for  this  purpose 
For  a  tiiiie  over  40  children  were  accomraodated  here  and  for  the 
second;  .half  of  the  year  an  average  of  about  20  children  or 
possibly  slightly  over  \va.s  maintained.  Much  credit  and  many 
thanics  should  be  given  to  the  ''omens  Voluntary  ocrvice  and  other 
helpers  who  helped  to  get  the  house  ready  and  to  maintain  it. ■ 

Dr,  Heiimen  of  St. Germans  acted  as  Medical  Officer  and  his 
services  were  invaluable.  The  cases  adiiitted  were  generally  ^ 
scabies,  iiipetigo  and  bed  v/etters  but  a  few  cases  of  sichness.-, 
wore  treated  there.  . 'W'W

There  v/ere  264  deaths,  coi'. rectod  by  transfer, 
and  t.here  were  6  deaths  of  Infants  under  1  year  of  age.

The  estimated  population  for  the  year,  as  returned  by  the 
Register  General  is  14780.  This  gives  a  crude  death  rate  ,of  17.8 
and  an  adjusted  one  of  14.06.  The  deat.h  rate  for  .England  and  roleti 
is  14.3.  The  death  rate  of  Infants  under  1  por  1000  live  berths 
is  25o  The  birth  rate  is  15,4  and  the  stillbirth  rate  per  1000 
live  and  still  births  is  17,2.  Birth  rate  for  E'ngland  and  ides 
Is  14.6,

Several  houses  have  been  renoveted  for  the  \'/or!cing  class 
population  and  a  considerable  amount  of  repairs  to  V'ar  Daiuaged 
property  has  been  undertaken.

Inspection  of.  and  Control  over  .Food  Supplies 


Owing  to, the  enlistment  in  H.M.  Forces,  of  one  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors'  (Mr.  '  illiams)  much  of  the  Inspection  v/ork 
has  necessarily  been  curtailed >  but  a  number  of  inspections  has 
been  made  and  as  a  result  improvements  of  cowsheds  have  been 
'effected. 

As  a  consecuence  of  this  several  accredited  milk  producers 
licences  have  been  issued  by  the  County  Co’.incil.  ‘In  t\JO  cases 
proceedings  v/erc '  taken  under  the  Food 'and  Drugs  Act  1938  for 
selling  adulterated  milk  and  in  each  case  convictions  obtained. 


Meat .  .  .  - 

F  .,Hoat  depots  and  shops  have  been  inspected,  and  a  quantity 
of  unfit  and  diseased  i.ieat  condemned.  As  there  is  no-  slaughtering 
of  animals  for  hum.an  consumption  in  the  district  by  reason  of  the 
Govern.mont  scheme,  inspection  of  slaughter  houses  was  ■  unnecossery. 

Section  F,  Infectious  Diseases, 


There  was  a  big  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  rooorted,  but  curiously  enough  this  did  not  include  a 
greait  number  of  evacuees,  v/ho  come  imto  the  district  in  OAine. 

There  were  37  cases  of  Diphtiieria,  &  of  these  bein,g  evacuees. 
14  of  .the  cases  occurred  in  the  Hillbrook  area  Oend  9,  in  Callington. 

There  were  31  cases  of  Scarlet  fever,  almost  half  occurring 
in  Callington,  one  evacuee  case  \'vas  at  Landrake, 

9  cases  of  Frysipetis,  18  of  ‘  pnouraonia  and  4  of  Puorperel 
Pyrexia  v/ere  reoorted,  .  '  •_ 

Under  the  new  regulations- for  the  notification  of  measles 
and  v.'hooping  cough  which 'came- into  force,, in  October  1939,  S35 
cases  of  measles,  v/ere  renorted,  and  11  of  these  were  evacuees. 

Host  of  the  cases  v/ere  mild  aind  ^./ere  fairly  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  district.  There  v/ere  lo  cases  of  whooping  cou-Hi.
